VIII. VACANCIES. 


The congregations in Nebraska City, Tekamah, Oakland, Morrill and Falls 
City, Yutan, and a German congregation in Fillmore county, were all under the 
direction of the Synodical Traveling Secretary, who, with the assistance of a 
number of brethren, supplied them regularly. The only vacancies just now 
are Tekamah, Oakland, Morrill and Falls City, Central City, and the German 
congregation in Fillmore county. 

The Synod would have suffered great losses in these places if a supply had 
depended on the President.

2. In accordance with the suggestion of the Chairman of the Committee on 
Wayne Academy, I appointed Geo. H. Fair, Esq., of Dakota City, a member 
of that Committee in place of Prof. Easterday, resigned. 

3. At the request of Rev. C. Baird and the Salem congregation, I appointed 
Revs. Huber and Smith with Bro. S. B. Stough, a Committee to investigate 
and settle certain difficulties existing in the charge. They met at the Salem 
Church, Dakota county, July 12, 1888. ‘The unanimous agreement of all 
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parties interested was that the field was too large for one pastorate, and that, 
in case of division, Salem and Homer should form one pastorate, and South 
* Dakota City, the other. 


X. RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That, in accordance with the earnest request of the Board of Stock- 
holders of Carthage College, the Synod of Nebraska either continue its rela- 
tion to said College by instructing our Stockholders to represent the Synod in 
the above-mentioned Board, and by nominating members for the Board of 
the proper authorities. 

2. That the work of the Synodical Traveling Secretary be continued ; that 
the Synod sustain it with more vigor; that, to secure greater efficiency, the 
Committee on Traveling Secretary be reduced in number to seven. 

3. That this Synod take into earnest consideration the advisability of a di- 
vision into two bodies. The more urgent reasons for this recommendation 
being : 

(a) The number of clerical members, together with the lay delegates, form 
so large a body that very few of our congregations are willing or able to enter- 
tain it in annual convention. 

(46) A number of the members have very long and expensive journeys to 
Synod, which is a burden, financially and otherwise. 

We would suggest that the boundary be that line running north and south 
through the state, known as the First Guide Meridtan West, which coin- 
cides with the east line of Webster, Adams, Hall, Howard, Greeley, Wheeler 
and Holt counties respectively ; that all pastors and congregations east of said 
une form one Synod, and all pastors and congregations west of said line form 
another Synod, irrespective of language or nationality. 

CONCLUSION. 

I have endeavored to be faithful in the high trust committed to me a year 
ago; and, with grateful acknowledgments for the co-operation of all, I now 
return the same, praying that Heaven's gracious blessings may be poured out 
upon this convention, and that His Holy Spirit shall guide you in all your 
deliberations, and lead whomsoever you shall place in the chair of this honor 
able body to rule wisely and well.

Report of Advisory Home Mission Committee. 

Dear Brethren: A short reference to each Mission now in the Synod may 
suffice. 

1. Auburn and Stella.—This field is in a prosperous condition. Bro. 
Griffith feels that it should be divided into two pastorates, taking in a new 
point or two, but the old well-known difficulty, “the want of men and 
means, is in the way. 

2. Beatrice.—-This Mission is laboring under a burdensome debt, which is 
a great hindrance to the work. But we believe the congregation and place 
are competent and able, and will, in a short time, overcome this difficulty. No 
complaints have been brought to our notice by Bro. Albright or his people. 

3. Benedict, York County.—The material advances in this field have been 
quite large during the year. A nice church was built and well furnished in 
the new town of Benedict, and provision made for all its expenses. A par- 
sonage has also been built in Benedict, and now the field is much easier 
served than formerly. A disagreeable debt has been removed. A change of 
pastors, without a vacancy, has also taken place. Brother Kunkelman has 
become the acceptable pastor of this Mission. 

4 Boheet.—We have no report from this field, but we know Bro Schumann 
to be an earnest, laborious and ſaithſu worker, and shall expect to hear of a 
“ strengthening of the things that are at this meeting of Synod. 

5. Cheyenne, Wyoming. —Bro. Beckman has had some difficulties and some 
correspondence about a change, but to our knowledge nothing definite has re- 
sulted. Special time should be had at this Convention to deliberate and con- 
clude wisely as to our work among the Scandinavians. 

6. Denver, Colorade.—This Mission has done a good work the past year. 
A suitable house of worship has been consecrated, and the indebtedness 
brought within a compass that will not seriously hinder the progress of the 
Congregation. Notwithstanding, Bro. Hansen has felt constrained to resign, to 
take effect October 1, 1888. The pecularities in many places bring about fre- 
quent changes till some of the worst difficulties are overcome, for which one 
man is better adapted than another, without censure on either. We dare not 
neglect places like Denver where we have or can gain such a beginning. 

7. Hays County.—Brother Thoele is one of those men who have but few 
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wants or complaints, judging from that which we learn from him. He has 
very gratefully received and reported “box " donations for himself and family 
the past season, and appears to be of good courage. 

8. Xearncy.—Brother Starner has his troubles and has spoken of a change 
of field of labor. The difficulties in this mission demand our earnest delib- 
erations and conclusions. Brother Huber should be heard before Synod in 
reference to this mission. 

9. Lincoin.—This important mission has been vacant since January, 1888, 
but as it is under the direction of the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary 
Society and the Boards of Home Missions and Church Extension, we do not 
feel called upon to devise ways or means for its supply, or the removal of its 
difficulties. 

10. North Platte.—The pen of our earnest Brother Stump, of this place, is 
not unknown to the readers of the Odserver. Our advice has not been sought 
during the year, and we suppose Brother Siump “ lives among his people, 
and his church-work is progressing as well as can be expected. 

11. Omaha, St. Mart. — there are signs of steady and permanent 
advancement. The indebtedness on their chapel lot demands their special 
effort, which retards progress toward self-support. Notwithstanding, their 
donations for Benevolence are comparatively second to none, if not the first 
in the Synod during the year just past. The Church and her Boards should 
never weary in the support of missions like St. Mark's. 

12. Omaha, Shull’'s A ddition.—Rev. Luther M. Kuhns through the Board 
of Home Missions has just entered this locality. Synod should hear some- 
thing from him about the prospects of the field. 

13. Orleans.—Rev. P. Ewald is located in this place, which has received 
the attention of Synod for a number of years. We are glad that Bro. E. 
uses the German and English languages as necessity may require. He should 
be heard before Synod. 

14. Pueblo, Col.—Bro. Roos had charge here, but is now in charge at 
Rockford, Illinois. So far as we know now, none of our pastors are supply- 
ing this field. 

15. Republican Valley District Mission —The missionary Bro. Kimmel, 
keeps the Church informed about the progress of his work. During the year 
Rev. G. W. Fraser, located in the field which Bro. K. developed at Bloom- 
ington and Franklin. Another man is now needed for Oberlin and Norcatur. 
Last February a good church was dedicated at Oberlin, Kans. We trust 
many other important facts concerning the Republican Valley Mission will be 
brought before this convention. 

16. Rising, Butler Co.—No pastor is more earnest and faithful than Bro. 
Pugh, and it is very evident that “his labors are not in vain.” A church has 
been built and dedicated at Surprise, seven miles from Rising. He has also 
given all possible attention to David City. Bro. Pugh has resigned to take 
effect October 1, 1888, and we trust he will be able to enter another field 
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among us at once, and such an one for whose laburs his physical powers vill 
meet requirements. 

17. Sedney.—Bro. Fisher, the missionary of this place, is progressing nicely. 
A valuable church was dedicated last March. Your Committee find no cause 
to lament any difficulties, nor have they any recommendations to offer. 

18. Waverly.—This place appears to be doing well with Bro. White as 
pastor. They hope to be self sustaining by another year. Such statements 
please us and the Board very much. 

19. Wayne.—The Academy located here, and now accepted by our Board 
of Education, is very favorable to our work inthis place. The adaptability of 
Prof. McCool as principal of the Academy, and his pulpit abilities, recom. 
mend our church-work. Bro. Melick and his people are also doing what is 
in their power. 

20. West Point.—This place experienced a change of pastors the first of 
July, and with Benedict has reason to be very grateful for no vacancy, which 
so often become distressingly injurious. Bro. Lipe came here from Lincoln; 
he reports the work moving along satisfactorily.

The time appointed for hearing Rev. S. B. Barnitz on the 
subject of Home Missions having arrived, Bro. B., was received 
as an advisory member of Synod, and spoke on the work and the 
need of the Board of Home Missions. 

Some of the facts stated are: 

Number of Missions Aided, ete-—Number of Missions aided 100, with 159 
organized congregations and unorganized preaching stations, 9,064 communi- 
cant members, 127 Sunday-schools, and 13,081 teachers and scholars; mit 
sionaries employed during the whole ora part of the year, 105, who preached 


1 3,236 sermons, made 31,345 pastoral visits, and performed innumerable other 
services of a ministerial character. 


The Results Were, in Part: Catechumens instructed, 1612; communicatt 
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members added to the mission churches, 2452; new congregations organized, 
18; new churches built, 13; contributed by the missions themselves, on pas- 
tors’ salaries, $28,636.87 ; for church property and other local objects, 886, 
452.94; for benevolence, $4,855.79 ; total contributions, $119,945.51; missions 
assumed self-support, 5; dropped, 2. Several others have become self- 
sustaining since April ist, and still others promise to do so in the near future. 


Dy the blessing of God on the work of our faithful missionaries, this has been 


the most fruitful and encouraging year in the history of the work. 

The Cost of Maintaining this Work for the year, was $34,006.60. This in- 
cludes all the expenditures of the Board for salaries of missionaries and secre- 
taries, and also for all contingent expenses. When the work done and the re- 
sults secured are considered, this was surely a small expenditure. We doubt 
if any other denomination can show as large returns in proportion to the cost 
of the work. 

The Receipts of the Board, for the same time, were $31,729.55, or, includ- 
ing the balance of $5,380.68 carried over from the preceding year, $37,110.- 
23. Of the receipts, $5,019.45 came from the Woman's Missionary Society 
for the support of their five special missions, $1,500 was a donation from the 
Latheran Publication Society, and $1,784.32 came from legacies and indivi- 
duals. This leaves only $23,425.78 as the actual receipts directly from the 
churches on the apportionment, or $6.574.22 /ess than the $30,000 called for 
by the General Synod. 

It was this deficiency that rendered necessary the “ (ry for Help”’ issued by 
the Board last Spring, calling for $10,000 as a special offering. 

At the Present Time the Board have 97 missions on their roll. Of these, 
14 have been taken up since the last Synod. To sustain this work, and oc- 
cupy some of the most promising of the many new fields urgently demanding 
attention and aid, the Board should have af /east $0,000 for the current year. 
There should be no difficulty in raising this amount. The General Synod this 
year calls for $35,000 for Home Missions, on the apportionment. (See 
Minutes of the last General Synod, page 121.) This, if raised, with other 
funds from the Woman's Missionary Society and other sources, will give the 
Board the amount named and enable them to push the work vigorously. 

How to Raise $40,000 this Year.—1. Let every Pastor and Church Council 
see that af least the full apportionment is raised in every congregation. 

Not that other men be eased, and ye burdened; but by an equality, that 
now at this time your abundance may be a supply for their want. —2 Cor. 
vill. 13, 14. 

2. As an aid to this let every Pastor and Sunday-school Superintendent see 
that all his scholars are supplied in time with the envelopes furnished by the 
Board for the annual collection for Sunday school Home Missions on © Luther 
Sunday,” which will occur on November ttth this year. 

This collection brought in about $5,000 last year from about 400 schools. 
If every school would use the envelopes, the amount could easily be doubled. 
Send orders for envelopes to the General Secretary of the Board. 
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3. Let every individual member of the Church give regularly and cons 
entiously as a good steward of God. 
Upon the first day of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, » 
God hath prospered him. —1 Cor. xvi. 2.

Letters mailed, 952; packages of printing mailed for circulation, 558; towns 
and settlements visited, 439; in 31 places the first Lutheran services were held, 
and in 53 places the first English Lutheran services; sermons and addresses 
delivered, 334; miles traveled by rail, 33,160, and by stage, 1,075 ; number of 
lots secured to the congregetion, to the Board, or bargained for, 1€6; had sub- 
scribed on the ground for the lots, $10,000, the estimated value of which, 
including those donated, is $21,000 ; aided in erecting 22 churches, for which 
had subscribed, mostly in sarting the subscription lists, $11,646. Three par. 
sonages were assisted in building, which is not included in the above, Col- 
lections, $181.88 ; expenses, $571.69, or averaging $285.85 each year, a small

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amount when it is considered that the most work was done on our far frontier, 
New Mexico, Western Colorado, Wyoming Territory, and the Black Hills, 
Dakota Territory. About one hundred subscribers to church papers were 
secured, and a number of children baptized. The Board would like to appro- 
priate more money to this special work, but cannot do so until the contribu- 
tions from the congregations are increased. Will not Nebraska Synod do 
more for Church Extension next year than its last twelve months’ record shows ?

Brief Report of the Traveling Secretary. 

It is with pleasure that I present herewith a brief report of the work of last 
year. When a statement was made in our Synodical minutes one year ago, 
this special work had been in progress only nine months. It was then quite 
& new thing, it is not old yet, but we are learning by experience from time to 
time how to make the work more efficient, and accomplish most for our 
Church. The past twelve months have been entirely devoted to this work. 


VISIT EAST. 
- Shortly after the meeting of our Synod, a year ago, | made a visit to the 
East. I was absent about five weeks. It was to be my vacation, but how 
a8 e man rest when there is so much to do? During the time that I was 
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absent a number of places were visited in the interests of our work. The 
following may be mentioned as the most important: Chicago, III., Baltimore, 
Md., York, Pa., Gettysburg, Pa., Hanover, Pa., Turbotville, Fa., William. 
port, Pu., Lewisburg, Fa., and Philadelphia, Pa. I can not refer to thes 
visits here, and the work done, but I have no doubt in my mind but that great 
good was accomplished by these visits. 3 

NEW PLACES VISITED. 

After my return from the East, the closing part of the first quarter, and a 
part of the second quarter of the year, were more especially devoted to the 
visiting of new places. ‘Juite a large number of such places were visited, as 
the “ Synodical Notes” have stated from time to time. At a number of these 
places it was the privilege of the Secretary to preach the first sermon by a 
Latheran minister. It is well known among us that our dear Lutheran 
Church is very much misrepresented by a good many people of other denom- 
inations, and this is caused by the fact that they do not know us. It is with 
pleasure that I make the statement here that I have been very kindly received 
by all, and that many have been surprised that the Lutheran Church teaches 
such doctrines, and insists upon such consecration and devotion. 

Had we the means, it would pay us richly to send out a man who would do 
nothing else than go ſrom place to place, where our Church is not known, and 
preach the plain, pure gospel as taught by our Church. 

VACANCIES SUPPLIED. 

This has occupied the greater part of my time, especially the last eight 
months, We had during the last year, and that the greater part of the same, 
six vacant charges, consisting of eight preaching points, which have been 
under the direct care of the Secretary. Two of these have secured a pastor, 
and four are still on my hands and are looking to me to be supplied with the 
preaching of the gospel. This work has been carried on by the kindly assist- 
ance of some of the brethren. 

One of these charges had preaching every Sunday for nearly five months, 
two had preaching every other Sunday, two had preaching once a month, and 
one had preaching once in three weeks. 

It cam very easily be seen how much of the preaching at these places could 
be done by the Secretary himself, for there were times when three of these 
charges had preaching on the same Sunday. Not only was it necessary to 
preach at these places, but also much pastoral work needed to be done. 

Visiting the sick and the dying, burying the dead, baptizing both infants 
and adults, raising pastor's salary, liquidating church debts, restoring peace 
and harmony where strife and discord had entered the fold—these and many 
other things too numerous to mention bave consumed the time of the Secre- 
tary. 

RESULTS. 

It may be well to refer to this, although in this kind of work, just as the 

regular pastor in his labors, it is often difficult to speak of results. With us is 
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the saying certainly true, One soweth and another reapeth.” Nevertheless 
we can see from time to time what has been accomplished, and to this some 
reference can be made here. 

One congregation, which at this time is one of our most encouraging fields 
of labor, has been gained, and is now in good working or der. It would have 
been an impossibility to accomplish this, had it not been for our special work. 

Two congregations, regularly organized and with church property, might 
have been lost to us had it not been for timely visits which the Secretary was 
able to make. The other points which were indeed very much discouraged 
have been kept together, and frequently comforted and cheered. Space does 
not permit us to go into details about the work. Hence I close by giving a

Committee on Wayne Academy made their final report. 


Report of Committee on Wayne Academy. 

Mr. President or Committee having in charge Wayne Academy during 
the past synodical year, beg leave to offer the foliowing : 

About two weeks before the last report to Synod, the Academy had opened 
its Grst year at Wayne with thirteen students. This number kept steadily 
increasing, till the number of regular students during the second term was + 
twenty-seven. At the close of this term a number of the students went out to 
teach, others returned to farm work, reducing the number of students to four- 
teen. During the year thirty-two students were enrolled, with an average 
attendance of eighteen. 

Early in the school year Prof. I. F. M. Easterday resigned his position on 
your committee. The President of Synod then appointed Hon. Geo. H. Fair, 
of Dakota City, Neb., to fill the vacancy. 

Your committee met at Wayne November 22, 1887. and proceeded to make 
such arrangements as the state of the institution demanded. 

1. The Instructors.—Prof. W. C. McCool was engaged as principal for the 
ensuing yeor at a salary of $800, Rev. J. F. Miieller as professor in the Greek 
and German languages at a salary of $40, Mrs. Prof. McCool to assist gratis 
under her husband's salary, H. G. Leisenring, M. D. to teach physiology and 
hygiene gratis, Rev. M. L. Melick to teach three regular studies also gratis. 
The building and furniture were also provided by the citizens of Wayne, and 
all the circulars, etc., were done gratis by the editors of Wayne. Hence the 
entire sum for the teaching force of the year was $840. 

At this meeting of the committee a communication referred to us by the 
North Platte Conference, from the Dakota City and Homer congregations, 
constituents from the Dakota City pastorate, requested the services of Rev. 
Prof. W. C. McCool as supply each alternate Sabbath. Your committee com- 
plied with the request, on the condition that the amount paid by them be ap- 
plied on Prof. McCool’s salary ($800), as agreed upon by the committee. 

2. Regulations.—Such regulations as your committee deemed necessary for 
the proper government of the school were adopted. 

3- Provisions by Synod.—This Synod at its last meeting having authorized 
your Committee to raise a sum not exceeding $400, to supplement the princi- 
pal's salary, your Committee resolved to make an apportionment to the mem- 
bership of Synod on the basis of $300. This was done, and the results are 
found in statement of the finances. 
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Prof. McCool managed the school to the entire satisfaction of the Commit. 
tee and all concerned. The examinations and closing exercises in June were 
highly complimentary to all concerned. 

In the meantime the citizens of Wayne sent through your Committee to the 
Board of Education of the General Synod a proposition for the permanent 
establishment of the Academy at Wayne. The proposition received the 
favorable consideration of that Board, but its final action is still pending.

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Whereas, An organization has already been formed, consisting of members 
of the Lutheran church ; therefore 

Resolved, That we authorize the officers of this organization to establish 
permanent headquarters at Crete as soon as sufficient means are on hand, and 
that they be permitted to solicit money for this purpose. 

Rev. J. S. Detweiler reported for the Board of Education. 
The following circular was submitted for publication : 


To the Synods and Churches. 
To the Synods and Churches of the General Synod of the Lutheran Church, 


Grevting. 

At the Harrisburg meeting of the Géneral Synod, held in May, 1885, 
forward step was taken as regards educational interests in the growing church 
which we are proud to claim as ours. At Omaha, in June, 1887, the General 
Synod formally organized the Board of Education, giving it a constitution 
and laws of government, appointing it to important work and trusts, and 
pledging itself to its support by such resolutions as the following : 

“ Resolved, That the chairman of each delegation be reque ted to present 
the needs of the Board of Education to his synod, and urge them take meas- 
ures to secure contributions to the General Synod’s treasury for their use 

“ The recommendation authorizing the Board to raise $5,000 annually for 
its work was agreed to.“ 

(See General Synod Minutes, Omaha meeting, p. 148, 149.) 

The object of the Board of Education is clearly stated in the second article 
of the Constitution given it by the General Synod, which reads thus: 

“ The object of this Board shall be to render financial aid to the educa- 
cational institutions of the General Synod ; to co-operate with the local agen- 
cies in determining sites for new institutions ; to decide what institutions shall 
be aided ; to assign to institutions seeking endowment the special fields open 
to their appeals; to receive and disburse contributions, donations and bequests 
for educational purposes, and do such other things under the direction of the 
General Synod pertaining to and best calculated to promote the general edu- 
cational interests of the church.” 

At this time the Board would call your earnest heed to two inquiries and 
their answers. 

1. Has the Board, up to che present time, met the duties imposed upon it 
by the General Synod ? 

4. It was made a special duty to select a location and found an institution 
of learning west of the Mississippi river. The Board met this duty by locat- 
ing and founding Midland College, at Atchison, Kansas, selecting the faculty 
and running the institution under such indications of Divine favor as to enroll 
over one hundred students during the first year. 

6. It was made a duty of the Board to raise $5,000 annually for the prose- 
cution of work in the interests of education. The Board has sought to meet 
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uns duty by appealing to the Synods and churches, through its officers, mem- 
bers, and brethren in the church, through the church papers, through private 
correspondence and personal appeal, and also especially through the General 
Synod’s regularly appointed Children’s Day. 

c. It was made a duty to fully organize for aggressive work “as soon as 

practicable,” by the appointment of a General Secretary. The Board has met 
this duty by regularly electing the officers required by its Constitution, and by 
recently sending a unanimous call to Rev. M. F. Troxell, of Kansas City, 
Mo., to become its General Secretary, to represent its interests and objects 
throughout the church. 
J. Other duties have been met in the consideration of appeals and requests 
for aid, in the efforts made by the Board to foster every fair and legitimate 
proposition looking to the increased usefulness of old and the founding of new 
institutions, and in attempting to devise ways and means to arouse the church 
to a Sense of the timely nature of the work for which the Board has been 
created and authorized to do. 

2. Has the church, up to the present time, met the pledge of support which» 
in the very nature of things, it imposed upon itself in setting this Board to 
work ? 

4. By all efforts and from all sources only a little more than half the sum 
voted by the church to be raised for all the objects of the Board’s work has 
been paid into the hands of the Board's treasurer. 

We make no comment upon these questions and answers. They speak for 
themselves. We simply call attention to them in all sincerity and love. 

We desire to correct a wrong impression that to some extent prevails in the 
church, namely, that the Board has no work to do but to found and develop 
Midland College. The church must sooner or later learn that our work is 
wider far than this. It is the duty of the Board to relieve existing institutions 
as well as to locate and found colleges and academies. Carthage College and 
other institutions need and must receive support. To give help wherever we 
can, and wherever directed by the church, will be our pleasing duty. And 
the Board, therefore, through its General Secretary, will aim to keep in con- 
stant and ready sympathy and helpful co-operation with every institution of 
the church, pledging itself to foster every right influence in favor of particu- 
lar institutions. Read again the object of the Board as stated in the second 
article of its Constitution. 

The Board at this time reports to the church that it is fully organized for 
work. It realizes the importance of its trust. For in the educational inter- 
ests of the church must lie the very germs of success or failure in every de- 
partment of work. 

No argument is needed to show how that not only the men for the minis- 
try, but also the leaders and thinkers among men and women and children 
everywhere to-day, must needs have Christian institutions for their most suc- 
cessful training and culture. 

The policy of the Board will be to do nothing but that which will advance 
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the cause and church of Christ, and to antagonize no part nor person in this 
cause, but to seek only the highest good in every way. 

With these statements the Board presents its cause to the church whose 
creation and servant it is, and feels that the church only needs to have the 
fair and candid statements herein made in order to stand loyally by the 
pledge it has given and the action it has already taken. 

The Board earnestly urges all District Synods to include in their apportion. 
ment tables the proper quota of the sum authorized by the General Synod 
to be raised for this work. Some Synods did this last year. To those 
which have done nothing as yet we suggest an apportionment this year suffi- 
cient to cover the quota of ten thousand dollars for two years. This will resuk 
in equal justice to all. Is it any wonder that our treasury is exhausted at this 
time, and that worthy appeals for help must be unanswered ? 

To the churches we commend the objects of the Board's labors and prayers, 
seeking as we do the whole church's interest, prayers and gifts. This Board 
will never appeal but out of a crying need, and for a larger measure of the 
grace of God as it comes through Christ Jesus, our Lord. Therefore we con- 
fidently expect to touch the heart of the church, and out of the church's 
heart we expect to receive answering throbs of both gifts and grace.

Troxell as the General Secretary of the Board of Education of the General

apportionment for the Board of Education of the General Synod, be kindly 
requested to do so, both for the last and this year. 

Resolved, That one of the evenings of the synodical convention be set apart 
for the consideration of the great subject of Education, and that it be placed on 
an equality with Home and Foreign Missions and Church Extension, and as 
it is one of the important objects of the ent! Synod, it take precedence of 
any other questions but the above.

secure the sum of money so borrowed, and that the said money may be bor- 
rowed for a period not exceeding five years and at a rate of annual interest 
not exceeding seven per cent.

3. A list of names is handed to us, in connection with these minutes, of 
members of the German Conference who were absent {rom its meeting with- 
out asking to be excused. The Conference desires that these names be pre- 
sented to this meeting of Synod, and the brethren be called to account. 

4. The following claims the special attention of Synod. The German Con- 
ference asks permission— 

(1) That it should have the right, on account of language difficulty, to ex- 
amine candidates for the ministry, to recommend them to the Synod for licen- 
sure or ordination, which act the officers of the Conference should be per- 
mitted to perform. 

(2) That it should be the privilege of the German congregations, in their 
congregational matters, such as vacancies, difficulties, etc,, to refer the same to 
the President of their Conference, and that the President of Synod should 
approve his action, provided that he bad been properly informed of the action 
of the former. 

Your Committee would present the following on these points: 

1. That the list of names of the absentees be read, and that each one be 
permitted to answer for himself. 

2. That, according to our Formula of Government, it is not in the power 
of this body to grant any Conference the privilege to examine, license, and 
ordain candidates for the ministry. Chap. 16, sec. 6. ) 

3. The Conference has a right to look after the interests of the congrega- 

tions within its bounds, and to settle such difficulties which do not fall di- 
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rectly within the province of the President of Synod, or the Synod itself, ac- 
cording to the Formula of Government.

The brethren report a good attendance at these meet- 
ings. Suitable subjects were discussed and the needs of the work considered.
